NET OPERATION 


It has come to the writer's attention of the need for a ma Jor emergency and traffic phone 
net In the State of Colorado, 


To get such a net rolling Is quite an undertakings The desire to write to all ithe Amateurs 
In the state would be better, but since time Is IImlted It Is felt that the varlous clubs across the 
state would be the next best medium In getting thls net started; 


The first major need Is to have a representatlve appointed or elected from each club to act 
as one of the starting directors. In thls way tho Board of Directors can help set up the net and fis 
operating policies. This would also bring tn directors from different’ areas of the state. 


The first major action from the Board of Directors will be as follows; 1. Net operating 
Freq, 2. Name of the Net. 3. By~Laws and basic operating regulations. 4. Temp 
appointment of : Net Manager,. Asst, Net Manager, Net control stations, Alt, Net control 
stations, Lfalsons to other nets and areas, and Re lay stations from different areas of the state. 


The matn requirement fora director 'sanamateur who has the Interest In such an activity, 
also some knowledge of an emergency and traffte net Is desirable, but not the maln element at 
present. ‘ 


My experlence In the past has been with the: Oregon Emergency Net, Mlsslon Tralls Net, 
Trans~Continental Corps-Pacific Area, Seventh Region Net (RN7), Sixth Region Net (NN6)} 
246 Nets, and Pacific area Net (PAN); 


For a temporary situation uni! the directors are selected and can meet (on the alr If possfble) 
the following has been set up. 


NAME ¢ Rocky Mountain Emergency and Traffic Net (phone) 
FREQUENCY: 3885 KC 
TIME : 1900 Datiy (approx one hour In duration) 


The first session will start on 14 May 1961. Basic roll call will constst of all the major 
towns, except Denver which will be broken up In suburban areas. If there are any areas missed, 
a place at the end of the roll call will be open for all interested amateurs. 


The first week or so IIttle traffic will be handled and probably mostly discussfons on net 
operation, etc. The one Item to stress at this time Is that the primary purpose of the net Is 
practice In handling emergency conditions and traffic, The use of the net for Rag-Chewing 
should be kept to an absolute minimum. 


Until all fs rolling some volunteers are needed to assist as Net Control Stations, and anyone 
Interested should contact the writer, giving days when he or she can be available, We will need 
at least 14 volunteers, seven to act as Net Controls and 17 as alternate Net Controls. The only 
real requirement Is Interest and the willingness to help. However, transmlitIng and recelving 
capability of covering a large portion of the state are also of some importance . 


Since thls net comes under the Pacifle Area Net Traffic System the following Is the basic 
policy of this overall system: 

"To promote and maintatn Interest In the accurate and expeditious handling of 
Amateur Radio traffic through the exchange of Ideas and information. 
To provide a medium through which organized traffic nets can exchange Informa- 
tion on thelr nets and methods of operating. 
To stress the Importance of, and to urge all Radio Amateurs to be members of the 
American Radio Relay League, thelr local AREC, RACES, or other recognized 
emergency organizations, and the natlon-wide National Traffic System and MARS 
nets, 
To urge all traffic handlers to use the system and routing provided by the National 
Traffic System (NTS) and to keep them Informed of current NTS net schedules fn 
thelr Section, Reglon, or Area (done through Pacifle Area Net News)" 


It Is hoped that each club can act on this matter as soon as possible, Comments would 
also be appreciated. Also If you know of other Interested amateurs who are not members of 
your organization, please advise them of this net and the need for help and Interest.
